Women cite funding need 
in Athletic Board meeting

A fund increase of ap 
proximately $ 16,000 is the top 
priority for the womens 
athletic program as outlined 
to the UTM Athletic Board 
Monday by Bettye (lile head of 
the women’s PE depart 
ment. 

"The first priority reflects a 
request for additional funds to 
do a better job," Giles said 
"It allows for us to more 
properly uniform the team 
to have a larger food budget 
It allows for proper reim 
bursement for the women 
coaches It allows for some 
awards for our athletes It also 
allows for some proper 
publicity 

"That’s priority one," Giles 
explained "That's just a 
basis ’ 

The request is for $24,185, 
compared to $8000 that is 
presently budgeted through 
the Office of Undergraduate 
Life 

Giles said the next priority 
should be on support per 
sonnel, including reduced 
teaching loads for coaches, a 
secretary, medical help and a 
sports information coor 
dinator 

“Our third and last priority 
is athletic scholarships,' 
Giles said It is not the first 
priority because there is too 
much else that needs to be 
done Athletic scholarships 
won’t cure all our ills 

Giles said the priority listed 
was worked out with the other 
coaches of women sports 

"We re operating on a bud 
get of $8000 and the coaches 
do not have released time or 
any other thing, Giles said 
•The whole subject of 
women's athletics throughout 
the country is causing us 
much pain and anger 

Giles, along with other o! 
ficials at the meeting, said she 
felt a crisis is coming in 
athletics and women will l>e 
blamed although they are not 
the cause 

"I really believe that if we 
had waited a year or two. the 
crises would have come 
anyway." Giles said 

Noting the problems that 
many college campuses are 
having with financing sports 
programs. Chancellor Larry 
T McGehee said he feels some 
changes would have to be 
made in athletics whether the 
question of women's sports 
had been raised or not 

"I think we re going to find 
that inflation is going to be so 
devastating that we re going 
to have to find a way to cut 
costs." McGehee said And 
it’s not just inflation We re 
going to be spending about 
$ 100,000 more on football " 

The Board discussed the 
possibility of dropping one of 
the minor sports due to the 
financial difficulties The 
options would include 
baseball, wrestling, golf and 
tennis 

McGehee said a decision 
will be based on a number of 


factors, including per 
iormance. costs, attendance, 
participation, staff, facilities, 
conference standing and 
present funding 
The final decision will be the 
Chancellor’s, but the Board 
members are to be sent 
questionnaires asking them to 
rank the sports 
"If we do come up with a 
decision about dropping, we 
can’t wait until June or July, 
Athletic Director Robert 


Paynter said There’s too 
much that must be undone." 

Paynter explained that if a 
sport is dropped, a scholarship 
student would be able to 
transfer without losing his 
eligibility. However, if a sport 
is retained as a club sport 
without funding, the student 
would lose his eligibility for a 
year 

In discussing women’s 
athletics in relation to men’s.

l^egal questions have been 
raised concerning a possible 
random search of persons 
attending the May 16 outdoor 
concert featuring the Charlie 
Daniels Band Barefoot 
Jerry. Wet Willie Elvin 
Bishop and "The Outlaws 

According to SGA President 
Mike Faulk the back of each 
ticket will be stamped by SGA 
with the phrase. "Holder 
subject to search upon en 
trance to Pacer Stadium 

"Last time we had Charlie 
Daniels. several ad 
mmistrators commented 
openly on how they were 
disgusted with the crowd, 
Faulk said "There were some 
complaints about marijuana, 
so the Cabinet decided to put 
that 'the stamp) on each 
ticket It is our decision and I 
haven't talked to Safety and 
Security or the Administration 
yet " 

Faulk said the statement is 
just a warning and such a 
search could have been made 
at other concerts in the past, 
whether the tickets were 
stamped with the warning or 
not 

We haven't talked to any 
law enforcement officials and 
we re not planning to search." 
Faulk continued "This is just 
a reminder to the people that 
they can be searched It’s 
beyond me that anything else 
can be construed out of it.” 

Faulk said the practice has 
been used at East Tennessee 
State University in the past 
However. according to 
Clayburn Peeples, assistant 
professor of criminal justice 
and a former practicing at¬ 
torney, the procedure is 
legally questionable 


I think in the lust place 
the tact that the stamp is on 
the back instead of the front 
presents an additional 
problem Peeples said If 
they t an do this they must do 
it with adequate notice Small 
print or a stamp on the back 
of a ticket can t tn* considered 
adequate notice 

Secondly I question 
whether they can legally do 
this he added My opinion 
is that they can t The ('on 
stitution doesn t stop at the 
campus boundar\ Thev can't 
hold a mass search at some 
event downtown and it is just 
as illegal to hold it here 
F aulk said he could see no 
legal problems, pointing out

1 don t see flow anyone 
could complain unless they 
were fixing to break the law 
Faulk said If someone has 
something on them and they 


refuse to f>e checked we haw* 
deterred them from breaking 
the law 1 think it will help 
keep marijuana and alcohol 
out of the stadium 

We II refund the ticket at 
any time fie added It is our 
purpose to get a> much 
cooperation with the ad 
ministration as we can You 
could interpret tins as play ing 
into their hands but we are 
doing if for future SGAs 
Peeples said that an actual 
search would present 
"tremendous problems and 
any prosecution would be 
dependent on the legality of 
the search 

This type of search could 
certainlx not be considered 


due to probable cause and the 
only claim they can make is 
that it is by consent, Peeples 
said But the cases are 
reasonably uniform in holding 
that for a person to give 
consent, he must be aware of 
what he is doing Before 
someone can waive his rights, 
lie has to be apprised of what 
he is giving up 
The only way that I see that 
this could be held would be for 
it to be construed as 
something other than a 
search, he continued "But 
in this case, they are actually 
using the word search.’ It 
sounds as if the thing is 
conceived merely as a scare

Faulk criticizes Congress 
as SGA’s ‘biggest failing ’

News Editor 
The failure of a quorum to 
appear at last Tuesday’s 
C ongress meeting was "fairly 
typical of a Congress that has 
been the biggest failing of the 
Student Governmant this 
year," SGA President Mike 
F'aulk said this week 
"Congress has achieved 
very little this year," F'aulk 
said. "There are about a half 
dozen people in Congress who 
have done an outstanding job 
rhe other 20 or so have been a 
total liability instead of the

The ambassador was 
unable to come because he 
had a commitment in 
Washington that made his 
appearance i mpossible 
Simmons said 

International Week, which 
begins Monday and concludes 
next F'riday. will include the 
History Roundtable, and 
various foreign activities 
including foreign films, 
music, art and food ('on- 
temporary living m foreign 
countries will be emphasized 

"The purpose of the 
International Week program 
is to make UTM students 
aware of the different cultures 
in the world and to give them 
an application for them 
Maria Malone, program 
director, said 

On Monday . Elias Barreiro. 
Spanish guitarist and former 
student of the famed Andres 
Segovia, will perform at 8 
p m in the University Center 
Ballroom, Malone said Two 
Venezuelan music groups and 
a German dance class will , 
also perform 

There w ill be a 10 a m 
seminar Tuesday in the 
University ('enter on the 
Caribbean A high school day 
is planned for Wednesday w ith 
students from northwest 
Tennessee schools invited to 
attend a program which in 
eludes films, slide shows and 


performances by various 
foreign musical groups. 
Malone said 

Malone said the cafeteria 
will feature a different in 
ternational dish each day 
There will also be displays of 
contemporary foreign living 
in the University Center and of 
original prints from Taiwan in 
the Administration Building 

Brazilian artist Moacir 
Andrade will visit the campus 
during International Week 
and 10of his paintings will be 
exhibited throughout the 
week. Simmons said 

"We hope art classes may 
make some use of this in 


ternationally known artist 
while he is here," Simmons 
said 

The History Roundtable, 
which examines the moder 
mzation of countries along the 
Latin American Andes 
Mountains, will close out 
International Week 

"The roundtable this year 
will touch important and 
sensitive topics, especially oil 
in Andean Latin America," 
Dr Harry Hutson, chairman 
of the history and political 
science department, said 
"UTM has never held a 
conference on this area of the 
world 


The major speakers for the 
Thursday and Friday 
program will be J Leon 
Helguera. professor of history 
at Vanderbilt University, and 
Roland E. Duncan Both teach 
Latin American history 
Hutson said other respon 
dents in the history roundtable 
would include the cultural 
attache and three UTM 
professors 

"The History Roundtable 
enables students to meet 
faculty from other campuses 
and provides new insights for 
both faculty and students.

"There is at least one 
congressperson on every 
committee on this umver 
sity," F'aulk said "1 haven't 
heard a report in Congress in 
weeks The Congresspersons 
have been given reporting 
forms but thev haven't 
l>een turned-in in weeks 

"This year's Congress can't 
be called a know nothing 
Congress because they had a 
lot of information brought 
before them by the executive 
branch, but they can be called 
a do-nothing Congress," F'aulk 
said 

Only two of the ten 
congressional committees 
appointed at the beginning of 
F’all Quarter have met F'aulk 
said 

The committees on special 
entertainment, legal services, 
emergency loans, guidance, 
off campus tenants, bonding 
services and ethics legislation 
never met. F'aulk said He said 
as far as he knows the cost 
study committee has never 
met The food cooperative 
committee met but no report 
was received 

"The course syllabus 
committee met during fall 
quarter, F’aulk said "They 
talked to some department 
chairmen and we got a report 
but we had to redo all the work 
they had done with the 
academic deans 

the c o m in u n i c a t i o n s 
committee, which was ap 
pointed later in the year also 
never met. F'aulk said The 
constitution revision com 
mittee. which was also ap 
pointed later, met and made 
r e c o m m e n d a 11 o n s but 
I Congress never acted on 
I them, he added 

F'aulk said he believes the 
committee for the budget 
hearings did a good job 
The budget hearings will 
have no credibility, however 
because of the Congress 
persons' attitude. F'aulk said 
He feels they would have had 
credibility if Congresspersons 
had taken the right attitude 
It is impossible to judge 
the attitude of the 
Congresspersons by the 
number of questions being 
asked at the hearings. F'aulk 
added 

"When you add all the 
things Congress has done that 
has been good and you sub 
tract the hassle they have 
been and how ineffective they 
have been this quarter and 
how poor they ve been in 
terms of representatives. I 
think the net result is probably 
no better than zero." F'aulk 
said They have been almost 
no help to the executive 
branch this year 
F'aulk said he feels ( ongress 
has also been of no help to the 
students they were 
representing 

F'aulk said he does not know 
what action should be taken to 
improve Congress, but he does 
not feel the body should be 
significantly lessened 

The more people in the 
bods the letter feel we will 


have for student opinions. 
F'aulk said 

Faulk did suggest the for 
ination of political parties to 
bring about more competition 
among groups in Congress He 
said he believes the formation 
of political divisions would 
cause the people identifing 
with certain groups to 


evaluate the job that group 
lias done and force people to 
act 

F'aulk said the change from 
a bicameral to a unicameral 
c ongress has nothing to do 
with the problems He said a 
bicameral congress would 
only be compounding the 
problems.

Abortion discussed 
in Monday speech

l ntil birth control methods 
are perfected and the* 
dissemination of birth control 
information and sex education 
is widespread, abortion will Ik* 
a necessary alternative for 
women having unwanted 
pregnancies, said Friscilla 
Chism, clinic coordinator for 
the Memphis Center for 
Reproductive Health in an 
address here Monday night 
Chism stressed she was not 
pro abortion but rather for 
tree choice 

Abortion is not something 
you can be tor it is simply a 
part of our culture, she said 
As long as there are un 
wanted pregnancies there will 
be abortions, whether legal 
and safe or illegal and 
hazardous 

It did not say abortion was 
good or right. Chism said 
referring to the U S Supreme 
Court decision legalizing 
alrortion That was not the 
reason for the decision The 
issue was one of privacy free 


choice whether the woman 
ultimately had control over 
her own body and would be 
allowed to make the decision 
or the values of a minority 
would force the continued 
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Congress's credibility 
shaken bv absenteeism 


The credibility of SGA’s legislative branch 
reached a new low last week when a quorum 
failed to attend the weekly congress meeting 

It is regrettable that this was probably 
Congress’s most consequential act of an un 
consequential year Except for minor action on 
a few dormitory improvements and a handful 
of programs proposed by SGA’s administrative 
branch. Congress has accomplished virtually 
nothing 

This is a pitiful record for the twenty five 
congresspersons the students have elected to 
represent them - pitiful not only because they 
have failed to live up to their responsibilities to 
their constituents, but pitiful because 
Congress's potential and the hard work of the 
few Congresspersons who have cared has been 
wasted due to the majority's inaction 

Statements by several Congresspersons 
absent from the meeting that Congress and the 
Congressional budget hearings haven't at 
complished anything only emphasized 
Congress's poor record. If Congress hasn't 
. accomplished anything it is largely because of 


these Congresspersons Any organization is 
only what its members make it 
Part of the problem can be attributed to the 
normal tendency of both the administrative 
and legislative branch of student government 
to forget the students and ease through Spring 
Quarter when their term in office is drawing to 
a close However. Congress s problem is part of 
a deeper nationwide trend toward a more 
apathetic student government 
Too many student officials run for office just 
to have the title on their record Many 
never have any intentions of adequately 
carrying out their duties 
Unless some changes are made. Congress 
may soon have to follow the lead of Van 
derbilt’s SGA and dissolve itself due to lack of 
interest 

If and when Congress becomes more viable, 
though, interest by those participating in the 
campus legislature should improve and 
Congress will indeed become a “Congress," not 
just a word coined to appease students into 
thinking they have a say 


Financial difficulties blamed 
for too many UTM problems 


The phrase “financial difficulties is 
becoming the most palatable scapegoat across 
campus No matter what the problem, ad 
ministrators use the excuse much too 
frequently to explain away situations that often 
have absolutely nothing to do with economics 

A good example of this is the answer to one of 
last week's “Wonder Why’’ questions It was 
claimed that there is no assistant director of 
men’s activities because budget problems have 
kept them from hiring one But there was no 
such position long before financial woes were 
ever even mentioned 

They use this as an excuse for everything 
from inadequate lighting to lack of vending 
machines If something goes wrong, they 
couldn't afford to fix it If an academic 
program is not meeting students’ needs, it’s 
never because of an incompetent instructor or 
unqualified coordinator Instead it is always 
because there is not adequate funding for the 
program 

A number of changes in administration have 
been made this year with Ihe positions being 


filled with faculty members from overstaffed 
departments This is fine if the person is really 
qualified, but the changes should not be made 
simply for the sake of economy 
The position of director of career counseling 
and placement will soon be open and a decision 
will have to be made about a replacement If 
the trend continues, an instructor from an 
overstaffed department will be placed there 
This should be done only if the person has 
proper training Financial problems will not be 
accepted as an excuse for incompetence. 

It’s funny that they are able to fill new 
positions when they want to without regard to 
financial difficulties.'' An enormous amount 
of money was spent to hire a new football staff, 
but they tried to justify this without making 
note of the economy 

UTM officials must stop using this now aging 
excuse for every problem that arises. Often this 
is the reason and everyone recognizes the 
crunch that the University has been placed in, 
hut if it isn’t the real reason, they should face 
up to it 


Cyclists' problems deserve 
greater University attention 


Even though a special committee has been 
formed to deal with bicycle usage on campus, 
very little has been done to actually help the 
riders' situation 

With spring now here, the number of bicycle 
owners appears to be larger than any of the 
past few years With this type of transportation 
so handy and economical, it is likely that the 
number of bike-riders will continue to grow as 
the weather improves The naming of a com 
mittee is in itself no solution if the committee 
doesn't do anything 

The bicycle registration which has been 
made available to students is a positive move 
At no cost to the student, bikes can be marked 
and recorded with an identifying plate More 
opportunities should be given for campus 
riders to take advantage of the idea 

Unfortunately.there has not been similar 
progress made in providing bicycle storage 
facilities Such facilities would not only protect 
bicycles from the weather but also from theft 
Considering the high cost of good bicycles, it is 
ridiculous that they can only be chained to bike 


racks for security and clutter stairwells for 
weather protection 

Curbs should be reduced in several strategic 
locations so that riders can cross campus and 
not damage the rims of their bikes by having to 
jump curbs A little asphalt in a few places 

would be no great expense and much ap 
preciated by the growing number of cyclers. 

Bicycle paths are also needed before serious 
injuries result Bicycle riders now share the 
walkways with pedestrians, and the situation 
in those intervals between class periods has 
reached dangerous proportions 

This is one of the state’s ideal campuses for 
frequent bicycle usage by students But the 
problems involved have caused many to be 
reluctant to bother with them 

With money as tight as it is it will no doubt be 
hard to carry out many of the ideas that have 
been suggested by different individuals The 
most important measures, however, will be 
worth the expense when weighed against the 
long range benefits

No date has been set for 
another court case involving 
Barbara Williams, assistant 
professor of speech, who has 
charged the entire UT System 
with sexual discrimination.

The trial of former math 
instructor James Green, who 
has charged that his con¬ 
stitutional rights were 
violated when his job was 
terminated, will be held at 8 
a.m. next Friday in the United 
States District Court in 
Jackson. 

Green, who charges UTM 
Chancellor Larry T. McGehee 
and the UT Board of Trustees 
in the suit, is seeking full 
reinstatement to his teaching 
position, back pay and at¬ 
torney's fees. The University 
is seeking to have the case 
dropped. The case went to 
court originally in November 
but no decision was reached. 

"It is very likely that the 
trial will go days,” McGehee 
said. “Our attorneys have told 
us to hold a couple of weeks 
open.” 

Green is charging that he 
was not granted the proper 
hearing procedure when he 
was terminated and that he 
already had tenure despite the 
fact the University had not 
granted it to him formally. 
Guidelines set forth by the 
American Association of 
University Professors require 
that either tenure be granted 
or termination given after 
seven years. Green was given 
his termination notice after 
his sixth year. 

"There was a period of 
growth in the late 60’s tn which 
tenure was easy to get as long 
as the campus was growing 
and faculty hard to find,” 
McGehee said. “As 
enrollment and the size of 
departments stabilized we 
began to pay closer attention 
to tenure and promotion.”

question of fairness. 

“t'd raise cain about them 
saying you have to give up a 
right after you've already 
paid fees for promotion for a 
concert," Strawbridge said. 
“Everybody has to pay the 
fees, but they’re saying ;you 
can’t attend the event unless 
you're willing to subject 
yourself to a possible search.” 

Strawbridge did admit that 
the buying of the ticket could 
be construed as consent to 
search, however unusual the 
means used 

“I think if it’s on there (the 
ticket), it could certainly be 
argued that a person has 
consented to a search,” he 
said. "But, granted it is not 
like the usual signed per¬ 
mission or even passive 
consent. 

“However, I’d say you’d be 
hard pressed to say that your 
rights are being denied,” he 
said. “That’s my gut reac¬ 
tion.” 

As for the concert. SGA will 
own 25 per cent and three 
promoters 25 per cent each, 
according to Keith Franklin, 
SGA secretary of com¬ 
munications. The concert will 
begin at 5 p.m. and student 
tickets are on sale for $5 until 
May 9. They will be $6 after 
that date and $6 50 the day of 
the show 

“This is the first concert 
held at Pacer Stadium,” 
Franklin said. “We are 
promoting it more widely 
and expecting a large number 
than at previous concerts. 

Only "Barefoot Jerry" has 
been officially signed, Faulk 
said, but the other contracts 
are expected. Congress voted 
11-7-1 Tuesday to hold the 
concert as is required when 
more than $1000 is involved. 
Approximately $10,000 is in¬ 
volved in the concert. 

“This is probably the most 
risky thing we've done,” 
Faulk said. "The break-even 
point would be 3380 people and 
1 think we can draw enough 
^people to break even. I would 
be amazed if less than 3000 
people sOiowed up ”

"The fetus has never been 
considered a person legally,” 
Chism said addressing the 
right-to-life issue. "That is a 
moral decision the individual 
has to make.” 

Chism, sponsored by the 
Political Science Club, is 
founder of the Memphis clinic 
which provides free 
pregnancy testing, free 
consultation, low-cost early 
abortions, referrals for pre¬ 
natal care and specializes in 
individualized care. A slogan 
of the clinic is "the only 
reason to have a baby is 
because you realty want one.”
